the public; and over and above these con- 
siderations, even by themselves sufficient, 
there is the fact that some judges were 
they always reported in full would never 
cease talking, The observance of Mr 
Dohmen’s rule in such a'case would be 
hard on everybody concerned, irritating 
to’ the general public (who want news 
for their money, not’ columns of learned 
twaddle about some unimportant. case 
before Mr Judge Dohmen), and in the 
end ruinoys to the newspaper," All this 
the Gazette laid-down plainly enough 
and quietly and-good naturedly enough ;
